Washington, Feb. 1C—Senator M. A. 


Hanna died at C'40 o'clock Monday 
evening at the family apartments in 
the Arlington hotel, after an illness 
extending over nearly two mouths, fill- 
ed with apparent recoveries, followed 
by relapses and finally drifting into ty- 
phoid fever, which in his "\veaKenei! 
condition, he was unable to withstand. 
When ihe end came all the members 
of the Senator's family were in the 
room except Mrs. Hanna, the Senator's 
wife, and Mr. and Mrs. Ban Hanna. 
Mrs. Hanna left the rocm only a few 
minutes before. 


The last sinking spell began at ex- 


actly 6:30 o'clock. Doctors Carter and 
Osier were then in attendance. They 
did not conceal the fact that life was 
about to end and all members of the 
family were sent for. Mrs. McCormick, 
one of the Senator's daughters, and 
Miss helps were present when the end 
came. Mr. and Mrs. Dan Hanna were 
the first to arrive and they withdrew 
immediately to the chamber uf the 
Senator's wife to summon her to the 
bedside. It was while they were ab- 
sent the senator breathed his last- 


In the meantime Mr. McCormick 


Mr. and Mrs. Parsons and H. H. Har- 
na entered the room. Mr. Dover stood 
in the door. There were no distress- 
ing incidents attending the last mo- 
ments. It was a sinking spell which 
terminated in ten minutes. Just after 
his eyes closed in death.

Outdoor life, plenty of nourishing 


food and rest, are what the physicians 
at the sanitariums prescribe, and that 
is about all there is to the treatment. 
The first thing they impress on a pa- 
tient is The importance of staying out- 
doors continually during the -day, 
whether it be stormy or pleasant, and 
of sleeping in rooms with the windows 
sufficiently open to permit a perfect 
circulation of fresh air. Staying out of 
doors, especially sitting for eight or 
tea hours on an open veranda, jat first 
seems a hardship TO the ne^y patient, 
but he soon becomes accustomed to it, 
and after a few weeks he will com- 
plain if compelled to remain indoors 
or sleep in a room with closed win- 
dows. 


Patients who are strong enough to 


take exercise may do so, but absolute 
rest is enforced on those whose condi- 
tion will not warrant exertion. Dis- 
cipline at the sanitariums is rigidly en- 
forced, expulsion being the penalty for 
v. illful violations of the rules. 


For an hour each morning and even- 


ing the sleeping rooms are closed and 
heated that dressing and undressing 
may be perforraecl in an atmosphere of 
comparative warmth. After breakfast 
blankets are spread on steamer chairs 
on verandas cr in shelter sheds which 
are provided at some of the sanitari- 
ums.

KOREAN VIEW OF THE WAR. 


Winy tlie Hermit Kingdom Hopes For 


Russia's Success. 


The Xew York Herald's Paris corre- 


spondent recently published the follow- 
ing: 


I had the good fortune to have a long 


conversation with a Korean resident in 
Paris, a friend of the emperor and long 
a prominent figure in court life at Se- 
oul. According to this gentleman, Ko- 
rea at the present moment places the 
greatest hopes of future peace and 
prosperity and even of the national in- 
tegrity on the complete success of Rus- 
sia in a conflict with Japan. 


"Would it be unnatural, then," said 


my informant, "that Russia should re- 
ceive every possible aid from the Ko- 
rean government and people? To tbe 
uninformed this may seem at first sight 
to be a negligible quantity, but I as- 
sure you it is not. You will see that it 
is not. 


"The Korean people regard the Japa- 


nese as their natural, enemies, and 
should a battle be fought say in tbe 
Yalu district, and the Japanese at- 
tempt to retreat back through Korea I 
fear it will go very bad for them, very 
bad indeed." 


"Massacre?'' I asked. 


v"Who knows? All my people want 


is a leader. They are easily led and 
die with perfect readiness when or- 
dered. At such a time as this it is 
significant for our leaders to place 
trust in Russia." 


''How so?'' I asked. 
"Russia will insure perpetual inde- 


pendence and integrity of our coun- 
try. Japan never would, and with us 
independence is very dear. We would 
go to anv extremes to maintain it."

REBUILDING BALTIMORE 


A City Beautiful to Rise From 


the Ruins. 


NEW SEEIES OF STREETS PEOPOSED 


FUR NOVELTIES. 


Ex-Governor Broii n Head* a Move- 


ment to Tnlce'Adtniitnjie of the Uc- 
ntractlon %VronKlit liy Ihe Fire and 
Beautify Baltimore** HUNMIPIN Dis- 
tricts— LoTver Buililiu^.s 


"\Vith characteristic American energy 


Baltimore has awakened to the situa- 
tion in which it fimls itself and is tak- 
iu.; measures not only for straighten- 
ing out the intricate tangle of business 
interests created by the lire, but to rise 
above the disaster and make it, if pos- 
sible, the stepping stone to improve- 
ments, which, while long recognized as 
necessary, would have forever remain- 
ed impossible had it not been for the 
recent conflagration, «ays a staff corre- 
spondent of the Philadelphia Press. 


In brief, if measures which are al- 


ready well under way are at ail suc- 
cessful, there will rise from the burned 
district in Baltimore a new city, and 
just as Home was improved after its 
historic conflagration and the London 
of Charles II. rose from its ashes to 
future betterment so on the ruins in 
Baltimore there will eventually rise a 
new Baltimore. 


Ex-Governor Frank Brown is at the 


head of this large but thoroughly busi- 
nesslike .scheme. 


The former governor said: 
"I know this fire is considered terri- 


ble, 
and it is terrible, but at the same 


time it's a fact, and since it's a fact 
we've got to mate the best of it. Well. 
as the best of it I believe we can find 
a way to make this horrible catastro- 
phe Baltimore's golden opportunity. 


"With the support of the assembly 


and the people, and with the backing 
of the business interests, I believe that 
we can rebuild the burned area along 
thoroughly modern lines that "will make 
it better not only to the eye and to the 
health, but to the pocketbook of the 
city 1han it ever was before. That's 
what I believe we can do— modernize 
the business section, replace the old 
crooked streets, -tfucLi as Light street, 
with thoroughly up to date thorough- 
fares, broad and open and lined with 
handsome and really fireproof build- 
ings." 


Ex-Governor Brown's plan is the lay- 


ing out of a whole ne\v series of streets 
in the fire area .nearly as radical as 
that which under the second empire 
did so much for the permanent im- 
provement and beautifying of Paris. 


It has not of course, as yet become 


definite as to details, but it is more 
than definite as to purpose, and its ad- 
vocates are hourly increasing union's 
Baltimore's public- men. 


William Harmon Hodges, senior 


partner of the firm of Hodges & I.e.-.ch, 
one of the be.st known architects in 
Baltimore, is among its warmest sap- 
norters and adds that he is sure that 
such other fellov,- craftsmen as Doug- 
las H. Thomas, -Tr., Ghequier & May 
and Thomas C. Kennedy will be of his 
own mind in the matter. lie says: 


"I have seen the results of such 


drastic methods in Paris. I have been 
in Rome during its process of mod- 
ernization, and 1 was in Jacksonville 
when that city was rebuilt after its 
disastrous fire, so that I think I'm 
qualified to cxpre-s an opinion on such 
an occasion as tliis. and my opinion un- 
qualifiedly is t'.'Jii the plan is as ex- 
cellent as it is sweeping. 


"Of course th" chief difficulty just 


at present is that we don't at a!! know 
what is left in th-- burned district and 
what buildings still standing are quali- 
fied to remain fj. But that would all 
conic in time. 


"I don't beli<>r<- this f;rc will shake 


people's faith in ihc modern fireproof 
building, but I <!<> believe that it will 
open people's ey .- to the usefulness of 
such devices as .vitomatic sprinklers— 
that did good >»rvice here-and to 
what I've alwaj^ contended— that no 
building is firfj.r •••£ that has any woo.l 
ia its construct !<••:.

broken ribs and punctured intestines 
at the institution, but received injur- 
ies while beating his way on a train 
when he escaped from the hospital, 48 
lours before his death. 


According to other testimony, Cain 


was not on a train except in the care 
of another attendant, who caught him 
at Carpenter and brought Mm to Ath- 
ens on a passenger 
train.' It was 


stated in the hearing that Cain walked 
to Carpenter; a distance of IS miles. 


The trai:i story is the first explana- 


tion of how Cain received his injuries 
since the avrest of Jones and Wether- 
holt. ' Physicians say the injuries were 
fresh. 


Mt. Vernon, Feb. 1C—Israel Waddeli, 


indicted by the grand jury for keep- 
ing a place for the unlawful sale of
